Lack of Facts About 
Social Security Act 
Costs Many Money 


Truth may he stranger than 
fvetion, but there are six claims 
representatives in the Abilene of­ 
fice of the Social Security Ad­ 


ministration who are convinced 
that fiction Ls costlier than the 
truth to many persons, according 
to R. R. Tuley Jr., district man­ 
ager, in a release to The Herald. 
I^ast week was in general a 
typical week for those claims rep­ 
resentatives, in that they forward­ 
ed some 150 claims for payment 
of i*etiremen% survivor or dis­ 
ability benefits under the social 
security act. 
Also tytpical were 
these five examples of fiction cost­ 
ing some of those claimants vari­ 
ous sums of money, he added. 
Mr. A, aged 68, had been unable 
to find a job for the past three 
\ears. 
He believed the fiction 
that ho had to be in actual, prov­ 
en need in order to get his retire­ 
ment benefits. 
His checks will 
start with March of 1959, because 
if all conditions are met for pre­ 
vious months, checks can start as 
far back as a. year before formal 


application Is filed. 
But, that 
fiction cost him 12 checks for 
1958 and two checks for 1959, or 
better than $800. 
Mr. B, aged 74. still making 
$3,000 per year, thought he had 
to quit work entirely in order to 
collect 
his 
retireent 
benefits. 
Another 
ficri.in. 
Actually, 
he 
could have started collecting in 
the month he reached age 72. 
This fiction cost him just under 
$l,000j 
Mn£ C. whose husband died 
five years ago, filed her claim at 
age 65. 
She thought she had to 
fie that old to collect. 
That fic­ 
tion cost her two years' payments, 
some $1,500. 
Widows can begin 
receiving such payments, with no 
reduction, at age 62. 
Mr. D, aged 67, also thought he 
had to quit work entirely before 
he could collect his social security. 
His annual earnings for the past 
two years have been only $1,500 
per year. He could have collect­ 
ed eight checks each year 
This 
fiction cost him eight checks to­ 
taling some $500. 


Miss E, aged 67, with some 
$3,000 per year income from rents, 
just got around to filing her claim, 
based on some IO years of credit­ 


able work iii the late Hurtle* and 
early forties. 
She thought non­ 
earned income would keep her 
from getting her social security. 
That piece of fiction cost her 
either < ne year’s benefits at $000 
per year or nearly three years’ 
benefits at slightly reduced rate 
as she could have filed in Novem­ 
ber, 1956, when the age for wom­ 
en was reduced to 62. 
To help reduce such fictions, 
Tuley suggests that every family 
should have a free copy of book­ 
let 35, 
“Your Social Security'.’’ 
and get the facts 
Write or tele­ 
phone his office, and a copy will 
be sent oui promptly. 
He points 
out that there are now four times 
for contacting a social security 
office about benefits 
at retire­ 
ment age. at age 72, whenever 
severely' disabled, 
or 
whenever 
anyone 
with 
a social security 
account card dies. 
Not every­ 
one, of course, qualifies for social 
security benefits, but many who 
do have been tardy in finding out 
their rights, and he feels that 
many are missing out completely 
because they have not yet in­ 
quired.

Says Satellites to 


Be ol Great Value 


Senate M ajority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson said Sunday use of 
earth orbiting satellites offers a 
limitless potential of benefits to 
all mankind. 
In a radio broadcast recorded 
for his home sta te constituents in 
Texas, Johnson discussed use of 
satellites for radio communication 
and weather forecasting. 
He 
said expert9 predict that 
w eather observing satellites would 
not only enable scientists to fore­ 
cast normal w eather conditions 
but quickly detect the threat, of 
d'sastrotts fiords, earth sweeping 
windstorms 
a n d 
crop 
killing 
drouths. 
Johnson, chairm an of the Sen 
ate committee on aeronautical and 
Ci nco sconces, said committee wit 
nesses estim ated radio communi- 
catic n satellites, probably not in 
final 
form v*ould be developed 
within five or six years. 
No one, he said, could predict 
all the uses to which satellites 
will be put. 
However, he quoted 
space scientists as predicting sa­ 
tellites will soon serve as a vital 
link in world-wide communication, 
fo r increasingly accurate weather 
forecasting;, in mapping and navi­ 
gation, and, finally, in space travel 
itself, 
"These ara the goals to which 
our nation is moving—the peace­ 
ful crossing for the benefit of all 
mankind’’ of the space frontier, 
Johnson said.

Governor Price Daniel said the 
weekly report from the statistical 
ser ices of 
the D epartm ent of 
Public 
Safety 
through 
Friday, 
M itch 11, showed ll I fewer deaths 
during the first IO weeks of 1960 
compared with the first IO weeks 
of 1959. 
Traffic took 281 lives thus far 
in I960, c rn pa red with 392 for 
the same dale last year, the gov­ 


ernor stated. 
This was a reduc­ 
tion of 28 per cent. 
Governor Daniel said the DPS 
believes that, barring unforeseen 
circumstance*, a reduction in 1960 
traffic deaths over the 1969 toll 
of 2,467 seems likely, although tt 
is still too early in the year to 
claim that such a trend has been 
established. 
"There is no doubt in my mind’,’ 
the governor said, "that Texans 
are taking their traffic safety re­ 
sponsibilities more seriously than 
ever before. When we see reports 
as much improved as that for Jan­ 


uary, 1960, we can certain 
encouraged.

New Findings in 
Control of Weevils 
May Re Economy 


Hamlin arca cotton firm ers, a- 
well os those of the rest of Texas, 
will he interested In recent find­ 
ing of new methods for controlling 
boll weevils, in view ol the toll 
these and oth er insects have taken 
from recent cotton production in 
the territory. 
A late season chemical and cul­ 
tural c ntrol program at College 
Station in 1939 showed promise 
in reducing the o\er-w intercd pop­ 
ulation of boll weevils.

For example, let s assi me that 
u-r f th are IO feet deep and the 
barometer Is very low at 29 50. 
This means that the pressure on 
the fish is about 19.80 pounds per 
square inch. 
All of a sudden 
(which never happens) the barom­ 
eter reading Jumps to a \ery high 
30.50 
lf the fish remain at IO 
feet, the pressure on them will 
increase half a pound per square 
inch. But lf they rise to nine feet, 
the pressure will remain the same 
because the fish compensate for 
the increased air pressure by re­ 
ducing the water pressure, the 
latter being lower at higher water 
levels. 
See? 
That’s just to 
indicate 
how 
studious some of the sharpies can 
I be. 
Actually, a steady, high or ris­ 
ing barometer simply means that 
we can expect fair weather for 
i awhile. If there is a weather re­ 
porter on your local radio or tele­ 
vision station, check him for good 
I indications about what weather 
to expect for the next couple of 
days. 
A bright sky is considered best 
for fishing generally. 
One that 
is beginning to be overcast ranks 
next. But there are so many va­ 
riants I *rr that it v" lid take a 
I week to cover all of them. 
In case of doubt, settle for a 
clear 
bright day. You’ve got at 
least half of the factor* in your 
favor.
